Horse Shoeing.—I have heretofore suffered much 
trouble and some danger, when riding on horse back 
in the winter time, from the horse having his feet 
loaded with balls ofice and snow; and I consider that 
horses driven in the stages often undergo a double 
share of fatigue and labor from this circumstance. | 
have for several years been endeavoring to devise 
some method to prevent or remedy this inconveni- 
ence ; but withouteffect, until the year past ; I direct- 
ed my black-smith to try the experiment of a shoe 
upon a different construction, and which I found to 
succeed so completely, that I wish to communicate 
it through your paper for the benefit of the public. 

The smith in forming the plate for his shoe, 
should draw it wider in the middle and narrower at 
the end than for acommon shoe: After the shoe 
is turned, iet the inside of it be feened out, so as to 
leave it in the form of an healer, viz. narrow at the 
toe and wide at the heel: In which case the snow 
instead of being confined by a circular shoe and 
forming a ball in the hollow of the foot, is continual- 
ly working out and discharging itself at the heel ; 
and the horse instead of treading upon a round ball 
of snow and ice, will find and fee/ the benefit of his 
corks !

SURGEONS IN THE NAVY.—Mr. Mitchell, 
of S. C. rose and said, he begyed leave to introduce 
a resolution with regard to the Surgeon’s Depart- 
ment inthe Navy His mind had been led to this 
subject by the state of our West India feet. It 
would be recollected, that some time since, the 
Macedonian returned from a cruize with the loss 
of 80 men : the last accounts from the Cyane, were 
that she lay at Laguyra, with a dreadful mortality 
raging on board of her; and the situation of the 
Peacock was no better. He said, that, at first, the 
mortality on board of the Macedonian was attribut- 
ed to her not being properly purified after her re- 
turn from the Pacific Ocean. That, he believed, 
had been made asubject of inquiry by a Naval 


Court, and, upon investigation, it had been ascer- 


tained that every art of purification had been em- 
ployed to cleanse her. He said, that he had not 
observed that the crews of the merchant vessels 
employed in the West India trade had been afilict- 
ed in this way, and that he could not but attribute it 
to some detect in the Surgeons’ Department. He 
hoped that it was notso; but it was a subject worthy 
of the attention of the House. He considered the 
Navy as our pruper defence—that it had not only 
proiected our commerce, but given character to 
our nauon—and that it was our duty to watch over 
it with the gv. atest solicitu:‘e. 

Mr. Mitcheli’s resolution was in the following 
words : 

Resolved, That the Secretary of the Navy be 
directed to infor u this House, how many Surgeons 
and Surgeon’s Mates are on duty, and where : what 
are the «inual receipts of each, and, where addi- 
tional p . is received for extra service, what is the 
nature and extent of such service.
